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The Alabamna Clalms,
From the N. ¥, Times.

No actual progross sesms to have boen mads
lpwards bringing our claims upon England for
The depredations of the Alabama to s conelu-
Jive h&ll‘iﬂg. The mnrmspoudnum belwesn
The two Governments shows not only that no
progress has been mnade, butl that the position
taken rmpm;lil'ﬂly by the two Governments
yandors it almost impossible that any should
be made towards & settlemont by arbitration.

When the new British Ministry came into
power, one of the first acts of Lord Stanley
was to roverse Tarl Russell's sotion, and to
inform our Government that he was willing
thus to attempt the adjustment of these

elaims. Mr. Seward, in reply, sald that we
phould expeet the recognition of the Bouthern
Confederates as belligerents by the English
Government to be also submilted to arbitra-
Lion.

This was peremptorily refused by the Bri-
gish Secretary; and in the course of the cor-
yespondence which ensued, Lord Stanlay said
fhat the praciee question on which Great Bri-
tain was rendy to go to arbitration was,
Fwhether in the matters connected with Lhe
yessals, ont of whosae depredalions the claima
of Amerioan citizens have arisen, the conrge
pursued by the British Government, and those
who @o upon its aunthority, was such as
would involve a moral reaponsibility on the
part of the British Government to make good,
gither in whole or in part, the losses of Ame-
gican citizens.’”

Mr, Beward virtually authorized the accept-
ance of this proposition as snfliciently compre-
hensive, but with the understanding that the
Government of the United States “‘wonld
deem iteelf at liberty lo insist before the
arbiter that the actual proceedings and rela-
gions of the British (tovernment, ita officers
sgents, and subjects, towards the United
States in regard to the Rebellion and the
Rebals, as they ocourred during that Rebel-
lion, are among the matlers which are con-
nected with the vessela whose depredations
are complained of."

Thia of courss implied that, in prosecuting
our clalma for losses by the Alabama, we
ghonld feal at liberty to urge the recognition
of the Confederates as belligerents by the
British Government, a8 among the grounds of
our olaim—inasmuch as it was one of the
weasons for the depredations of the Alabama.
Mr. Seward sought thus to bring ‘“‘recogni-
tion' into the case, if not as a matier for direct
arbitration, as one of the reasons for olaiming
gdamages for other aocts,

The latest letter of Lord Stanley distinetly
refuses to admit this construction of his former

roposal. He says that the British Govern-
ment ‘‘oannot depart, directly or indirectly,
from their former refusal to refer to a foreign
power to determine whether the policy of re-
pognizing the Confederate Btates as a bellige-
rent power was or was mnot snitable to t
circumstances of the time when the negolia-
tion was made.” Any arbitration that is
had must prooeed ‘‘on the assumption that
an actual state of war existed between the
Government of the United States and the
Confedarate States,”” and it would be for the
arbiter to decide whether, on that assumption,
there had been any such failure of duty on
the part of the British Government as would
make them regponsible for losses by the Ala-
bama and other vesssls of her class.

This despatoh bears date November 15;
what reply it las received we have yet to
learn. It seems clear, however, that the arbi-
tralion cannot proceed on the basis proposed
by Mr. Beward, Whether that proposed by
the British Government, which does not strike
us as illiberal, shall be accepted, or whether
other measures ghall be resorted to to obtain
redress, is a point which will soon demand the
devision of our Government.

The Coming Politleal Revolutlon at
Home.

At the time of the Connecticut State election
last gpring, when the Republicans put a hum-
bug showman upon their ticket for Congreas,
we predicted that the people, already bagin-
ning to be dissatisfied with the policy of the
gadicals, would repudiate the party thus
abusing its power and reject the whole of its
ocandidates. The result verifled onr predie-
tion, and the rebonke administered to the Re-
publioans was so severe that we at once dis-
govered in it the indication of & coming politi-
oal revolution throughout the oountry,
directed against the atrocious legislation of
the radical Congress.

thair pupporters, oocasioned by over confldence
in their own strength, it became evident that
& deep feeling was at work among the peopls,
and it geemed as if the doom of radicalism
were already sealed.

The tremendous change that followed in the
votes of the States holding their elections in
November, and egpecially the disastrons over-
throw of the radical Btate ticket iu New York,
and the complete annihilation of the party in
the metropolig, put the matter beyond gues-

tion or digpute, and o alarmed the radionl |

leaders ne to snmmarily stop the impeachment
agitation in Comgress. It ia clear, how-
ever, that the® Republicans still remnin re-
solved upon carrying out thelr reconstraction
policy at the Houth, and wil persist in their
efforts to bring the Southern States back into
the Union under the polltical control of the
brutalized aud fgnorant negro population, in
order thatthey may add to the strength of
thelr party iu the spproaching Presidential
eleotion. @

The ¥aull In Gold.

The decling in the premiom on gold to 1334,
i an advance of the value of the paper dollar
of the Government and the banks to 76 cents
in gold. Although gold touched 128} on the
11th of May, 1565, and averaged 130 for a
week afterwards, there hss been no period
since July, 1562, when it has stood for a
wonth at a8 low a figure as it stands now.
The principal cause of its present ebb is that
the Government has recently paid out about
§11,000,000 in gold, aud on the first of January
will disburse about £20,000,000 more, leaving

the net hoard then in the hands of the Sab-
Treasury but little over §50,000,000 in gold,
which is at least $u0,000,000 more than it
ghould be, unlessa the Government means to
uge it immediately in resuming specie pay-
ments. We have already shown that our
Government bhas twice as large a reserve of
old in proportion to its liabilities as the
Eanka ol this conntry or of Eugland ever re-
guired to enable them to continue specie pay-
ments, If the Government should offer to
resume to-morrow, it could hardly tount and

4y out more than §2,000,000 & day in redeem-
ng the greenbacks which wounld be presented.
Its onstoms receipts wonld amonnt to half a
million & day, leaving ths net drain only one
and a half millions per day, at which rate it
could stand araon upon its gold for filty-four
days, even if the whole country were 50 insane
as to combine against the Treasury and pre-
gent the last fraction of paper it owed. Bui
it must be apparent that resumwption wounld in
a few days bring paper up to a par with gold

and that after that time no more notes would
be presented.

Meanwhile, among the other agencies which
are contributing to the decline of gold, is the
greater clearnesg of the political horizon, and
the certainty—inoreasing with each passiog
day—that the Southern States are rapidly re-
organizing on a plan which, if not universally
acceptable, will at least be peaceful, and wiil
restore the Union on the gound and immovable
basig of equal rights for all men, whether white
or black, ignorant or learned, loyal or disloyal,
rich or poor. It is pretty certain, also, thatthe
Rebellion will have no political martyrs,
whose blood might sow the seed for new har-
vests of malcontents and rebels. Mr. Davis
will not be punished for fighting for slavery,
nor will the country be convulsed with a dis-
placeent of the President beoause he opposes
universal suffrage, which is his greatest and
suflicient political orime, It is belisved, also,
that Congress will give ateadiness to the tone
of pullio discussion, which had run wild on
financial queetions, and that no inflation of
legal-tenders, no repudistive measures, no
guicidal onslanght on the national banking
busivess, and no measures oaloulated to raise
the rate of interest and depreciate the market
valoe of the public securities, will be taken,
Thege political causes, with a diminuation of
imports and increase of exports are combining,
with the release of §30,000,000 of gold from
the Sub-Treasury, to lower the premium,
which may reasonably be expected to recede
still farther hefore the middle of January.

Imported goods and those manufactured
from cotton and wool were first affected by
the close of the war and the decline in gold,
and hence dry goods and clothing are among
those living expenses which have been first
1educed. Provisions and brendstuffs remain
at about the same prices as in May, 1565, when
gold was at its present figure. Rents and
real estate will be the last to come down. The
uncertainty which prevails on the point
whetlier the Government will do anything
towards the resumption of gpecie payments,
slill delays business and represses enterprise
in many directions, This state of vncertainty
and distrost throws out of employment a large
nuiwber of operatives and workingmen and
wouien, aud destroys the fruits of muoeh labor
and toil om our farms and in our mines and
factories. Capltal dare not run in debt when
the currency in which the debis are to be paid
ig linble at any moment to be enhsneed in
valuoe thirty per cent. Dusiness men
dare mnot Invest when property, rela-
tively to moeney, is liable to fall on their
Lands by such & ruinous percentage. Labor
suflers and starves on accouut of the
paralysis impoged on capital. 1If gpecie pay-
ments were at once and promptly resumed,
few very serions chunges in valne would take
slage. The amount of gold which wonld coma
Into circulation, out of its vaults and hiding
places, would mors than exceed the quan-
tity of greenbacks whick would be presented
for redemption, and retired in consequencs of
resumption, Our enrrency, afler resnmption,
would be as greal In volume &8 now, or greater,

and, coneequently, prices would be pearly the
game then in gold as they arenow in paper.
The business of the community would rapidly
expand, every form of private and pablio
eredit wonld ?wuhmu more extended, and yet
more gound, with & roturn to specie payments,
and onr Lusiness comwunities would enter at
oneson w career of great industry, activity,
and li'“'*'-lwil{- Under these clronmstances
the prime need of the hour is iudividoal and
national ebonemy, and speedy resumption of
f_I"-"-'i'-' paymants, Hold on 19 your greenbaala,
Phely rige In value from thia time forth until
aotual resuoption mast be px steady and gure
ai thelr fall in value nuder Qe disnstrons in-
flucuees of the Clickahowivy vampaiga, aud

the other defeats and disgaters of tha war, Ha
who hus the gresnbudks onght soon 40 be abla
to devline the gold.

Fard Times—No Work.

Winter has set in early and sternly; the
markets are glatted with fabrios which are
gelling at low prices; 1867 has beon a hard
year for the manufaciurers and merchants
generally, beécausge of & steady deoline in the
prices of goods, which consirained them to
gell for leas than the cost of stock, so that
there is generally no profit on the year's busi-
negd, and often a gerions loss. Then the col-
ton crop has failed in large distriots, and is, on
the whole, below the average, while it salls
for gonrcely half its price a yearago. The
corn orop 8 also below an average; hence
high prices for bread and meat, with no cor-
regponding advantage to the farmers, who
eannot buy goods go freely as they have done.
Bo businesa slackens where it does notl stag-
nate, and thousands are ont of work. We
have complainta of consequant guffering and
rapine in Louisinna, which was desolated by
floods in spring, by yellow fever in sumuwmer
and automn, aud badly damaged by the army-
worm; “while thonsands vainly seek employ-
ment in this and we presume in nearly or
quite every other city. Hence & very gensral
and well-fonnded ery of hard times.

We beliave a prompt raturn to gpecie pay-
ments, whila it could not al once diapsl the
present tronble, and might even aggravate it,
wonld enable us, at no distant day, to over-
oome it, For business pauses beonuse profita
have vanished. The manufaoturer says, “If |
buy stock aud employ labor at present prices,
my goods will oot reimburse me for the outlay
when they are ready to put on the markaet.”
In other words, a steadily declining market
dizeourages production. But let us go right
down to hard-pan, and the manufactarer will
gay, “Stock and labor are go cheap that I oan
take the risk of employing them in the pro-
duction of goods, which cannot wall fall below
the rates which resumption has esta-
blisbed.'! Then bricks may be made, lime
burned, timber bought, and houses bailt;
while now their ercotion i8 chevked by the
consideration that the struoture which cnat
£14,000 1ast summer and wonld cost §12500
now, will probably be worth but #10,000 after
we get back to specie paymenta.

Of courge, thers are those who say, **Don't
resume now, for we have bought lands, or
honses, or stock, or goods, on cradit, and
must have Lime to realize before resumption. '’
But, gentlemen | you must ses that thatargn-
ment, if good at all, will be good foraver. The
time can never coms when there will not be
thousands who have run into debt on an ino-
flated currency, and will want resumption to
wait till they can get ont; or if they did, othera
would get in fally as deep as thoy are. Itis
a falling market that depresses buosiness; let
08 go at once to the bottom, and we may con-
fidently look for steady improvement thence-
forward.

But what arve the poor to do?

For years, nnder the stimulus of war, with
its eager markets and high prices, they have
been crowding into the cities. We judge that
there will be one-third more inhabitants in the
cities of the United States en the 1st of Janm-
ary, 1568, than thers were on the lst of
Javuary, 1861, while our raral population
has searcely inoreased at all.  Henos, wa have
less grain, less cotton, less sugar, less tobacso,
to sell abroad than we formerly had; while of
manufactures we have scarcaly exported any
for years till “ri’: recently, when the low
prices ruling here have cansed a moderate re-
vival of the foreign demand.

We hold it impracticabla to support so
large an urban population as we now havs, at
lsast while onr wares and fabrios shall con-
tinue to be so largely imported. There must
be a heavy diversion of our mational energiss
from cities and trafic to rural districts and
farming, We must carve more fislds out of
forest and prairie, drain, break up, and forti-
lize old ones, and largely inoreass the aggre-
gate prodoot of our soil. We should prafer,
indeed, to shut oul foreign fabrica, and in-
oroase the prodnots of our furnacea and fao-
tories; and this, we trust, will, to some extent,
be done; but this must be & work of tima, and
will be powerfully, desperately rosisted by a
very formidable party; so that the relief from
our present trouble that séems nearest and
readiest involves a heavy migration from the
cities to the farms and prairies, And this
canunot commence too Foon.

General Ilumcock.

The prudence and patriotism with which
Genperal Hancock is administering the affairs
of his department attest the wisdom of Presi-
dent Johnson in displacing his predecessor.
General Grant's intemperate remonstrance
was more creditable to the fidelity of his
friendship than to the soundness of his judg-

ment. While Bheridan was in command the
department was never guist. That meddle-
gome officer resembled the unfortunate peopls
who uever have good mneighbors. He found
himgelf under a coustant necessity of doiang
gtrovg acts; and the protests against hia re-
moval assumed that the department was so
full of turbulent, mutinons spirits that only
his vigorous hand could hold them in subjee-
tion. Butwhen he left, the rebullions spirits
seemed to depart with him, a3 the peace of
a neighborhood ig restored when the unfor-
tupate family that always has bad neighbors
woves away. Ueneral Sheridan’s removal,
which it was asserted, befors it took pluoe,
would uake him the next Presideut, is much
wore likely to confer that honor upon his sac-
cepgor, if Geperal Haocock continues to
evinee the consnmmate olvil prudence hie has
thus far exhibited. It bids fair to plage him
among the small nomber from whom the De-
mooratio candicate will be seleoted, while
Bheridan's supposed claimg have gone iuto a
totsl eclipee,

For our part, we hops that a statesman of
large civil experience may be ruon by both
parties. We are not likely to uneed military
abilities; or if we should, the Presidential wan-
gion isnot a it place for the headquarters of a
fighting army. Great medsured of oivil policy
and administrative reform shonld stand in the
foreground under the next President, Thers
is mo fitness in choosing & mere military man
to discharge duties reguiring graat civil expa-
rience. But if the Hepublicans attempt to
sway the canvass by the dolat of a military
pamwe, it may be expedient to neutralize the
effort by putting a popular pame iuto the
other scale.  1f this necessity should be foroad
upon ug, an accidental advantuge may resnit
from the HRepubllvan reconstruction scheme
Ly aflording a figld to test the olvil capucity
of one of our moxt admired snd meritorious
poldiers.

The standing eloctioneering oalumny of the
Regililleans, that every man who disapproves
of their negro policy is & Rebal at heart, recolls
pguinet its authors when luvelled at 80 brlrhl
a rteputation ma General Hanoook's, For
loyalty, galiantry, asal, activity, and tha solid
value of his services, there was no offiser in
the Unlon army who, with equnl opportuni-
tles, lolt 5o shiuing a record. l( he had ever
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hiad a separatd gommand, he might have adted
a more promiimant, but be conld mot wasily
have aoted a mors brilliant part,  Saparate
commants worg lavished on offivars of o dlif-
ferent sohool of palitios.  The Republioan
Ilanks had & separate command both in the
Valley and fu Louisiaue, sud he acquired
everythivg but honor in both. The renegade
Demoorat, Butler, had separale commands,
and wads himeell a butt of derision. Pape
had & soparate command, and his Incomps-
tenoy was demonstrated by the second Bull
Rup. Boarnslde had a separate command, and
the resnlt was his uselesa slanghter of our
troops at Fredericksburg., Hooker had a
geparate command, and the result waa his dis-
gracafl defeat at Chancellorsville. Ths ocon-
servative Mende was promoted 10 a separate
command by acoident and a sudden necessity.
He won the great viotory of Gettysburg aud
was again subordinated. Democratic officers
who were not servile emough to renounocs or
dizssemble their principles, had no fair chanoe
in the army. The erushing of General MoClal-
lan by political malice was & warning which
digolosed to ambitions army officors a fatal
rock in the channel of promotion.

Although General Hauwoook pever had a
soparnte command while the war lasted, there
were but few directors of armiss who blazed
into such distinotion as this brilliaut subordi-
nate. The Army of the Potomao, in whioh he
gerved, always ranked as the frst of our
armies, and Hancook as ons of ita brightest
ornamenta, His purity of character, his patei-
olic ardor, his gallantry, alacrity, vigor, abill-
ties, modesty, and good fortune, acquired for
him o reputation which was never sullied by
one breath of suspicion or one word of ocen-
sure. Whenever it (s aald that conservative
politica are inconsistent with vigorons,; devotad
loyalty, it is suflicient reply to point to
Generul Hancook, the esleemed and gallant
representative of huondreda of Demooratio
officers and hundreds of thousands of Demo-
oratio goldlers, The surviving eoldiers of the
Army of the Potomac feal for him a warmth of
admiring regard which the colder character of
(General Grant vever kindled; and the poople
share the feeling.

Gieneral Hancock has thus far proved him-
self as judicions in {mme as ha was brave and
brilliant in war. Under his administration,
thers have been no New Orleans riots; no in-
subordination in civil officers to give him
trouble; no disatlection to his person, though
Le fills a most unwelcoms offive. He resorts
to no strong measures, because the considerate
equity of his admivistration dizsarms opposi-
tion. The turbulent and rebsllions popula-
tion which it was seid tlat no hand less for-
midable than Sheridan’s could contrel, and
which be bhardly succeeded in controlling Ly
his coustant notg of rigor and summary dis-
wiseals, is 80 spontuneoutly orderly and quiet
under Haucock that, to all appearance, ha
could govern as effsctually withont an army
as with. This contrast, g0 creditabla to Han-
cock, illastrates the superiority of the Demo-
oratic method of dealing with the South, If
Greneral Hancvock, when sent to execute an
odious law, cun govern with so little friction,
how easily might loyalty be maintained in
the South if the policy of the Government as
well as its officers were concilintory |

to law, we copy the following statement from

“The General Lhen ook hisdeparture, and we
felt as thoagh we bad listepned truly to tho do-
fender of Inw and dignlty of goverument. We
don't remember of ever huving witnesssd a
more impressive scene,”

The proceedings in this case of requisition
mey be all regular, and the gronunds of the
arrest suflivient, Those are points on whioh
General Havcock need have no opinion. But
it is important that oitizens of his distriot
should feel that they cannot be dragged [rom
their howes on criminal charges, and taken to
a digtant Btate to be tried, without good rea-
soms. All that the habeas corpus will accom-
pligh Is to secure an examination of the grounds
of arrest before an upright judge. If tho arrest
is warrnnted by the facts and papers, he will
restore the priseners to custody. Buot the firm-
negs with which General Hancook sustaing the
writ, agsfures every inoocent man in his dis-
trict that ivwvocencve will insure protection at
the hands of the local courts. What (fenaral
Hancock establishes is a government of law,
not of arbitrary force.
